SUMMARY: EC-9 MEETING AT THE HAGUE WENT WELL FOR US, 
BUT DUTCH DROPPED THE BALL ON ISRAEL-EUROPEAN REGION 
ISSUE. END SUMMARY. 

1 . WE WERE NOT ABLE TO REACH FRG PARTICIPANTS IN EC-9 
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THE HAGUE THE MORNING OF OCT. 5, WHICH WAS WHEN WE 
RECEIVED REFTEL), BUT WE HAVE SINCE MADE PRESENTATION 
OUTLINED REFTEL AND RECEIVED BRIEFING ON OUTCOME OF 
MEETING. 

2. JERUSALEM EXCAVATIONS: 

EC-9 HAS UNCONFIRMED INFORMATION THAT ISRAEL HAS AGREED 
TO VISIT BY REPRESENTATIVE OF DIRECTOR GENERAL TO 
JERUSALEM ON OCT. 12. FRG POSITION ON SUBSTANCE THIS 
ISSUE SAME AS OURS, BUT ITS ESTIMATE OF PROGRESS IS 
MORE POSITIVE IN LIGHT OF ABOVE INFORMATION. 

3. OCCUPIED TERRITORIES: 

EC-9 UNDERSTANDS ISRAEL HAS AGREED TO VISIT BY TWO 
REPRESENTATIVES OF DIRECTOR GENERAL. HOWEVER. NO DATE 
FOR VISIT IS AGREED. EC-9 HOPES VISIT CAN TAKE PLACE 
BEFORE GENERAL CONFERENCE. FRG RECOMMENDS THAT US 
APPROACH ISRAEL ON THIS POINT. 

4. MASS MEDIA DECLARATION: 

EC-9 GENERALLY AGREED ON US/FRG DRAFT. FRENCH 
SURFACED THEIR DRAFT. BUT AGREED IN THE END TO 
SUPPORT US/FRG DRAFT. SOME STATES EXPRESSED RESERVA- 
TIONS ON WORDING OF ARTICLES I- VI, NOTING THEY ALL BEGIN 
WITH WORD "STATES." ALSO SOME SUPPORT FOR PLACING 
MORE EMPHASIS ON UN CHARTER AND UNIVERSAL DECLARATION 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS WAS VOICED. THESE DRAFTING DETAILS, AS 
WELL AS TACTICS, WILL BE DISCUSSED AT IG MEETING IN 
PARIS OCT. 11. 

5. EUROPEAN REGION: 

ACCORDING TO FRG REPS, DUTCH PRESIDENCY DID NOT INFORM 
MEETING OF US REQUEST THAT EC-9 MEMBERS MAKE DEMARCHES 
TO EE'S AND LDCS. NOR DID IT PROVIDE INFORMATION 
IN REFTEL ON RESULT OF US APPROACHES. FRG WILL 
COMMUNICATE OUR REQUEST TO OTHER EC MEMBERS VIA THE EC 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS NETWORK TODAY. WHETHER EC-9 
MEMBERS WILL AGREE ON APPROACHES IN THE NAME OF THE 
NINE, OR LEAVE APPROACHES UP TO INDIVIDUAL STATES, WILL 
DEPEND ON OUTCOME OF THESE CONSULTATIONS. 
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
